Dupont, Betrayed Him For a Ger­

Wilmington, Del., Jan. 12. — John 
Bancroft, Jr., told the three judges of 
the stipend.' court of Delaware, prac­ 
tically every member of the Wilmiug 
ton bar, nearly all of the county offi­ 
cials and a score of witnesses, the 
difficulties o', his married life in a de­ 
termined and 
apparently relentless 
effort to secure a divorce from Mrs. 
Madeline Dupont Bancroft, daughter 
of Hie millionaire powder manufactur­ 
er, AID ed I. Dupont. 
Under a gruelling crossexamination 
he con:eased 
some secrets, for the 
protection >. which the coffers of two 
wealthy .am .lies were opened a little 
more than tliree years ago. 
He told 
these sec lets behind doors which the 
superior couit had sealed for him, but 
too many ears heard and the evidence 
offered upon the witness stand trick­ 
led through to Hie public. 
Mrs. Bancroft did not 
attend the 
hearing, aud it was announced by her 
counsel that it was doubtful if she 
would attend at any time. It was ex­ 
plained 
tiiut she had only returned 
from Florida two days ago, where she 
had gone owing lo bronchial trouble, 
and that her condition was such that 
physicians I ad declared that it would 
be 
dangerous tor her to leave her 
apart mem. 
In direc t examination Bancroft told 
Hie court how his wife had betrayed 
him lot Hi*- sake of Max Heibler, a 
German art student; told of his trav­ 
eling with his father, John Bancroft, 
Sr., and 
i tate Senator Charles R. 
Miller after they had left Mrs 
Ban­ 
d o n in Munich on May 16, 1910. He 
told lion h»* had come to his home in 
Wilmington aud finally been joined 
by Mrs 
Bancroft 
during the latter 
part of August, 1910, and completel 
telling t ie story of the birth of the 
infant, now 
lint eight months aud 
twenty-eight days old. on April 19, 
1911. lint lie disclaimed its parentage 
Fil ler cross-examination he admit­ 
ted the real story of his own son, 
now a lit Ie more than three years old, 
who, lie admitted, was bom about six 
months after his marriage in Wash­ 
ington. 
Ii** admitted that the son, 
John Ban tort. lid. had been recorded 
in the ilealt ii records of Paris in May, 
lim;*, under he name of “Harris," and 
in ex plans* I • *u said that he did it af­ 
ter tin* r** eipt of a letter from Alfred 
I. Du po n’ 
Helen** Lauparter, the German maid 
who was employed by Mrs. Bancroft 
in Munich and in Wilmington, created 
the first ripple of excitement. She tea- 
lifted that 
he knew of numerous oc 
casinos when Mrs. Bancroft and Max 
Heibler bad gone to hotels and cafes 
together 
She became even more em­ 
phatic in tier declarations on cross 
examination 
Mr and Mrs F. Stoessell, who keep

which .Vi. and Mrs. Bancroft lived, 
gave testimony for the plaintiff, both 
of them telling oi lleibler’s calls They 
aine* told cit Mrs. Banc roft’s removal to 
a hotel.
